; that God ſhould keep Intetlequal 


Souls; ſo itrange to [the unſeen 
World of Spirits; that:we know 

ſo litti'e of them, and that our Know- 

' ledge of them, is no more by the way 
0 of -ente: But there is in it, much of 


Gods _rbitrary Soveraign Power, and 
much of his Wildom, and much of 
his Juſtice , and alſo of his Love. 
. It pleaſed him to make Variety of 
Cr eatures : What harmony would Hers 
ve without Variety? were there nothing 
but Unity, there would be nothing but 
God. And various Creatures , muſt 
have a various Scituation, Reception 
and Operations : The Fiſhes muſt not 
Ze ihe dwelt 
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dull in our Cities, nor be- acquainted 
with our- Aﬀairs, -- - 

2, We here dwell in fleſh, in Bodies 
organized for the Souls Receptions and 
Perceptions, and Operations : And the 
Wiſdom of God doth ſuitably diſpoſe 
of his Communications, and give -us 
tnat meaſure of Light, which 1s agree- 
able to our State : Th: Sun muſt not 
ſhine on the Infant in the Womb , nor 
muſt he there ſee our Buildings and 
Tradings, and Buſineſs in the World. 

3. We have Light here, that is pro- 


portionable to our work and intereſt : 
So much as is neceſlary to our knowing 


of our ſelves, and our God and Gover- 
nour, and our Duty, and all thoſe hopes 
that are our neceſſary Motives thereto. 
Men that will but obſerve the Operations 
of their Souls, may competently know 
whit a Soul or Spirit 1s: And Men that 
w1l but open their Eyes, and confide- 
rately look about them, may as certain- 
ly know that there 15a God, as they can 
know that there 1s any Being : And Men 
that cannot biit difference Moral Good 


and Evil, and that know the Duty of 


Children 
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Children to Parents, Subjeds to Rulers, 
and Neighbours to Neighbours , may 
know their Duty to God, and that the 
performance of it ſhall not be in vain : 
And if Men will not know all this 
which they may know , it 1s juſt with 
God toleave them to their choſen dark- 
neſs, and not to know that which further 
might beknown. It 1s a diſmal caſe to 
havea Soul that will not know 1t felf, 
_tobewhatir 1s, till utter MIC con- 
' vince him. 

4. Andthe God of Love ngketh Ad- 
vantage of our not-ſeeing the World of 
Spirits, for our Exerciſe of our higher 
Intelle&ual Faculties,by a Life of Faiths 
And Intuition (a Novler fort than our 
preſent Eye-{ight ) will be feaſonable , 
and ſoon enough when ripeneſs kath 
made usready for it. Woe {hall not need 
all tie Organical parts of the Eye,which 
Galen admiringly deſcribeth , for our 
Glorious fight. And to fee Devils and 
- other Spirits ordinari'y., wonld not be 
enough to bring our Atheiſts to the fa- 
ving Knowledge of God, without which 
al other K nowledge 1s vain. They 
A3 that 
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that doubt of a {od ( the moſt perfe@, 
eternal, infinite Being ) while they fee 
the Sun and Moon, and Stars, the Sea 
andLand,would not know him by ſeeing 
Created >pir ts. 

| As to the Originals of this ColleGtion, 
it had its riſe from my own, and other 
Mens need, When God fir.: av akened 
me, to thini: with preparing ſeriouſneſs 
of my <C ondition atter Death, I had not 
any obſerved Doubts of the Reality of 
Spirits , or the Immortality of the Soul, 
or of the Truth of the Goſpel: But all my 
doubts wereabout my own Renovation 


and Title to that Blefled Lite. But when 


God had given me peaceof Conſcience, 
Satan Aiſlaulted me with thoſe worſe 
Temptations : Yet through Gods Grace, 
they never prevailed again {t my Faith : 
Nor did he ever raiſe 1n me the leaſt 
doubt of the Being, and '{ erfection of 
God ; nor of my an to Love, Honour, 
Obey,a nd Truſt him: For I fill faw that 
to bean Atherfi wa: to mer ad.

is ſurely 2 wicked ſort of Spirics that de- 
light to do' Miſchief, and that lye and de- 
ceive Men, and that are ambitious to be 
worthipped, and to have Men's Souls and 
Bodies in their power, and make killing 
and damning Men their Work: * Tis evi- 
dent that their Knowledge and Miſery hath 
not yet changed them by Repentance, and 
made them better. 5. 'Tis evident that 
they are Enemies to God, and to Jeſus 
Chriſt ; fof their whole Deſign is againſt 
them. and againſt ſanctifying, faving Work. 
6. It is plain that they know that Man hath 
another Life to live : Their Works atteſt 
the Immortality of our Souls, and the Truth 
of Chriſtianity, in that they maiiciouſly do 
{0 much againit them : They urge Men to 
renounce God and Chriſt, and his Com- 
mandments and. Worlhip, their Baptiſm, 
and all true Service of God: They urge 
Perſons to ſell their Souls to chem, and to 
foriake all that tends to fave them. Their 
Imporcunity to deſtroy us, ſhould teach us 
the Need of the greatet Care and Dilt- 
gence for our Salvation. 7. It ſeemeth 
plain that they are now of a low ad bl 


Condition of Nature, in that they ſeek (uch 


- ſordid Employments about Graves and 


Corps, and multitudes of ſordid, trivial 
things. 8. And it. ſeems that they dwell 
near us, in the Air, Earth and Sea, and not 
in the higher glorious Regions. 9. And it 
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is apparent that tney have a natural Strength, 
and Wavs of working, unknown to us, by the 
Wonders that they do. 10 It is very like that 
the 50 s of wicked Men now dwell witch 
them as they mult do for ever, and are like 
them. 11. I think it molt likely, that when 
Witches, Men and Women, contels their fil- 
thy Lying with Devils, that it 1s cone more 
to excrcile the Luſt of the Witch than of the 
Devil: And that ſometimes he doth it by a 
Body of groſs Air, and ſometimes way gratt- 
he the Lutt of one Witch on another, or on g 
tenped ignorant Wretch. He that can bring 
a Witch in without opening the Door, can 
bring fuch an one (Male or Female} int9 
another's Led. 12. Its not impoſhible that 
wicked Sous may carry with them hence 
their filthy lociinations, and Delire to uſe 
tem. 32, It jSplain that Deviis and wic- 
ked Souls arg not yer in the utmoſt of their 
Miſery, bur are relervea in Chains to the 
Jadem;ent oi the great Day of Chriſt: Such 
joking, and dallying, and whiſtling, as the 
Devil of a/con, and many other uled, 
ſhew this. 14. It 1s clear, that whether 
you call it [in Stare, or Flace, ] (I think 
both.) the bleſſed Souls and Angeis are far 
above theſe. ina higher Worid or Region, 
and no wonder if they appear more rarely 
to Men on Earth- 15- Yet Angels can be 
here, and do their Office for us, without 
ſvch Deſcent as ſhall abate their Joy and 

| - Glory ; 
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Glory; and why not bleſſed Souls tO, if 
they (hall be equal with Angels > The Sun 
can enlighten every Eye here, without lo- 
fing its higher Reſidence. 16. When re- 
vengeful things are done, (as on Murderers, 
Detrauders, &c.) it feems to be from the 
revengeful Wrath of ſome bad Soul, eſpe- 
cially when it is about Money or Lands, it 
ſeemeth to favour of the Worldly Mind: 
Yet it is uncertain  hether it may not be 
from the Juſtice of God, and governing An- 
gels, ſending the Evil Spirits on ſuch Er- 
 Tands. A Hawk and a Heund are fitter 
Meſſengers to deitroy. than a Dove or a 
Lamb. 17. When a Genius ſheweth ſom 
Kindneſs to the Soul, {as his that I men- 
tioned, that knocketh at his Bed's Head, 
and about him, after every time that he is 
drunk ; and one that Bodin mentioneth, that 
was ſtricken when he ſaid or did amils,) it 
is uncertain to us, whether it be a good An- 
gel, or the Soul of ſome former dear Friend, 
that procurech this Leave, to try to turn 
and fave the Sinner : Or whether Chriſt 2nd 
Angels force Sztan to do it againſt his Will. 
18. Though the unquenchable Fire v hich 
iS to follow will thew the utmoſt Severity 
of God's Juſtice, there is ſome {1gnihcation 
of his Mercy to the Wicked, in ſuſpending 
it {o far. as to allow them ſuch a Condition 
as many of theſe Apparitions fignifie by their 
Words and Deeds. 19- Yet here is _no- 
B 4 thing 
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thing to encourage their Opinion, that think | 


ſuch Souls or Demons are but in via, and. 
have another Day of Hope, and Means to ' 


uſe, in poſſibility of Salvation : And though 
many zre {aid to have begged of the Living 
for Maſles and Prayers, it is liker to prove 
a Diabolicsl Cheat, to promote Superſti- 


tion, than that there is a Purgatory-State of _ 


Hope. 20. Thoſe that are teirpted to think 
that Souls are all one, and that Individua- 
tion is only by Corporeal Matter, and that 
Individuation ceaſeth at Death, are by all 
thele Examples fully confuted : Devils and 
wicked Souls have their Numerical Indivi- 
duation, and therefore zo Godly Perſon 
need to fear'the Loſs of it. Either it 1s 

o0d or bad for us : If god, ſhall the Wic- 


ed and Devils have it, and not the Godly > 


If bad, why ihould it be defired? Angels 
are Individuals, and ſhall not our Souls ? 

6 6. Thele great Benefits we may get by 
the right Ute of theſe Hiſtories, and ſuch 
others. a os 

1. We may learn ro admire that Frame 
of Divire Government, thac hath Crea- 
tures fo various to rule and order, and ma- 


keth one beautiful Frame of all. As Toads 


and <erpents-or; Earth are not uſeleſs, nor 
devouring Fiſhes. Birds and Beaſts; fo net- 
ther are Devils nor damned Souls, no nor 
their <ins, which God will uſe, though he 
Will not cauſe. 2. We 
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2. We may gather that in Heaven it ſelf, 
there will be an orderly Oeconomy and 
difference of degrees of Superiority and of 
Glory, when there is ſo great difference 
through all the World. All ſhall not be 
equal to them that ſhall fir on twelve. 
Thrones, Judeing the twelve Tribes : There 
are many Manſions in that Houle, even to 
them that be all wich Chriſt. 

3. We have great Cauſe to be yer 
thankful ro God , that doth not let looſe 
wicked Spirits againſt us, that they are not 
here our Terror and Tormentors. 

4. How great a Mercy is it, that we 
have a Saviour that hath power over them, 
and hath Redeemed us from their Power , 
and from everlaſting Damnation. 

' 5,"We may ſee that the Angels of God 
are not uſeleſs tous; but their Miniſtry is 
one of Gods Means for our Preſervation, 
and we owe them, Love and Thanks for 
all their Love and Service : And it is not, 
through Pride or Inſenſibility of this bene- 
fit, that we do not worſhip them, whom 
we fee not. 

6. If the Devils poſleſſing and torment- 
ing Mens Bodies, be fo heavy a Plague, 
how much worſe is it to have him the Ma- 
ſter of their Souls? O! How carefully 
ſhould we reſiſt his Temptations ? Every 
vSIn that we commit, through Love to it, or 
by Wilfulneſs or Sloth, is worſe to us, and 
F,.- INOIC 
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more pleaſing to the Devil,than to be Tor- 
mented ſo long by him. He miſt of his 
aim at #ob , when he could not by all his 
Sufferings draw him to Sin : Q! how much 
more miſerable is a Worldly, Proud. Glut- 
tonous, Dives, Lord, Knight or Gentle- 


man. and f(enſnal Yourh aitricted with 


Vain Mirth and Luit . than ons Bewitchr, 
or Bodily only pofſett by Devils : And 
now much ihculd the moſt godly be afraid 
of Sin, and of Temptations? 

7. It 18a lenſibie help, as to Convince 
Bratiits and 4rhiits ard Infidels, fo to con- * 
firm the beſt Felievers again(t_ all Tempta- 
tions, 0 douhrt of the. Life to come, and 
he Immortality of Souls, and the future 
Judgment and Retribution: And though it 


. be our ihameto need ſuch helps, itis a 


Mercy to have them. If a Sadducee will 


| fay , 1f one did come from the Dead, or L 


faw ſuch things, I would believe , thoul 
not our Faith be paſt wavering , that have 
theſe added to the:greater Goſpel proofs. 
8. It's matter of Cornfort to departing 
faithful Souls, that theſz evil Spirits that 
are chained up now, and not ſuffered to 
difturb us, ihal) not hinder our paſſage to 
Glory : If we muit paſs through the Air 
inhabited by Devils and Wicked Souls, 
Angels will Convey us, and Chriit re- 
ceive us , and it ihall not beto our hurt or

They that ſeduce chem by falſe Doctrine, 
and that draw them from Gods Worſhi 
and they that filence neceſſary Faichfol 
Preachers , and they that difluade Men 
from hearing or regarding them. O! whar 
an Army hath Satan, for his work of de- 
ſtroying Souls. 

Thele Men {hould think, that it's great- 
er Cruelty to deliroy Souls , than to Rob 
or Murder Bodies : It is fghting againſt

Hearts : Do you love your Neighbours as 
your felves,- and will fee them continue 
in Ignorance, Worldlineſls aud Profane- 
neſs, and donothing or little to ſave them 2 
If you faw but their Bodies in need , and 
{hut up the Bowels of Compaſſion againit 
them , what love have you tro God, to 
Chriſt or them ? If Chriſt in Judszment 
will Condemn Men for not reiieving Po- 
dies, Math. 25. will it prove lels {inful to 
aflord no help to Souls. If you are not 
for Chriſt, and his Works , you are a- 
gainſt him : If you ſaw them fall down in 
a Swound , you would help them up; And 


if their Houſes were on Fire, you would 


help and haſte to quench ir; ye2, if your 
Enemies Beaſt fall inco a Þit , you muſt 
help him out: And do you believe a Hell, 
and not help Sinners ? The Devil, their 
Adverlſary and yours, as a Rearing Lyon , 
ſeeketh Night and Day to Devour ; And 
will you do nothing to {ave Men.

wonder'd at his Correſpondence, yet grave: 
ly went where he directed me. In the 
Caſtle I ſaw little, but inthe Parith Church 
I faw a great many people gazing, and a 
Wench pretty well tanght ro play Tricks, 
yet nothing ſo much as 1 have feen rwenty | 
Tumblers and Rope-cancers do. Back I Þ 
came to the Nuns Chappel, where I ſaw 


_ the Feſuirts ſtill hard at work at feveral Al- 


tars, and one poor Capuchin, WNO Was an 
Object of Pity, for he was polled in- 
deed with a Melancholy Fancy, that De- 
Viis were running about his Head, and con- 
ftantly was applying Relicks. I ſaw the 
Mother Superior exorciſed, and {aw that 
Hand on which they would have made us 
celieve, The names /. Z. S. MARIA, 
FOSEP H, were written by Miracles ; 
(but it was apparent to me it was done 
with Aqua Fortis ) then my FP atience was 
quite ſpent. and I went to a Jeſ#ir and told 
him my Mind freely. He {till maintained 
2 real Pofleſſion, and I deſired for a tryal 
to ſpeak a ſtrange Language : He asked 
what Language ? 1 told him I would not 
zell; but neicher he nor all thoſe Devils 
thould underſtand me. He asked if I would 
be converted upon the Tryal, (for I had 


 dilcovered I was no Papift) 1 told him that 


Was 
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was not the Queſtion, nor could all the De- 
vils in Hell pervert me ; but the Queſtion 
was, If that was a re] Poſletſion, and if 
20y could underſtand me I ſhall confeſs it 
under my Hand : His anſwer was, Theſe 
Devils have not travelled ; and this I re- 
plyed to with a loud Laughter, Nor could 
I get any more Satisfaction. Only in the 
Town I heard enough that it was a Cheat 
invented to burn a Curate (his name, as I 
take it, was Crpif) and the Man had been 
really burnt to Aſhes, as a Witch, but the 
People faid it was for his Converſ1on from 
them. At my coming to Saumur next day, 
my Country-man , Dr. D«ncan, Principal

God is difobliged , 
when he is not truſted : And if we con-

their new Sjo? Leo Fuda witneſſerh, that 
when the Fleſh was pull'd off Clpperaolling 
with hot Pincers, he ſcarce uttered a Com- 
plaint or great regard of the pain. 

Satan's Hand was notorious in the deluſi- 
ons of David George in Holland, and of 
Hacket, Coppinger , and Arthington here. 

The horrid Wickednels of the Ranters 
here, proclaimed him to be their Teacher. 


When the Quakers firſt roſe here, their 


Societies began like Witches, with Qua- 
king, and Vomiting, and InfeRing others, 
with breathing on them, and tying Ribbons 
on their Hands And thetr Actions as well as 
their Docrine ſhewed their Maſter. When 
{ome, as propeſying, walked through the 


| Streets of Cities naked; and ſome vainly 


undertook to raiſe the Dead (25 Suſan Pier- 
ſonat Worceſter :) And uſually they diſturb: 
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ed and publickly reviled the moſt Godly 
Miniſters worſe than. the moſt debauched 
of the Rabble did. 

He that would know how manifeſtly $a. 
tan ruled ſuch Enthuſtaſis in Germany, may 
read it at large in Beckman's E xercitations, 
and in the Life of Paracelſws, teſtify'd by 
Opporinus, that lived with him as his Ser- 


vant, and others that were affrighted with 


his Drunken Rage and Satanical Con- 
verſe. - 

And how dangerous it 15s to defire ſuch 
Converſe with Angels and Spirits, as God 
hath not judged ſuitable to our Condition 
herein the Fleſh, the caſe of Facob Beh- 
men and Dr. Pordage here, and his Society 
may tell us. His chief Proſelyte, Comps 
nion and Succeſlor (whoſe name I mention 
not for the ſake of his Worthy Kindred)

How much of this was true or falſe, 1 
know not ; but I heard credibly, tiuat after 
Iome time he was quite diſtracted, partly 
through want, and partly by a hot Brain, 
over-heated toooft with drinking. 

What but Diabolcal Delufton-and Infti- 
gation,could make Yerrer and his Followers 
that were for the Millenary Fifth Monar- 
chy, to ariſe ſo madly as two days to come 
into ſuch a City, and think by Arms to 
conquer all Oppoſers, at King Charles Il. 
his beginning of the new Prelatical way of 
Church Government : Men in their Wits 
would not have fo haſted to the Gallows.

nrocured a Warrant 3 and 1n the Execution 
of it by his Servants, at the Houſe of one 
Charles Loftin, one of the Pariſhioners, 
they offered ſome Violence to his Wife, 
who refuſed Entrance to them, who died 
within a few Weeks after the Injufy re- 
ceived ; bur ſhe being otherwiſe an infirm 
'Woman, little notice was taken of her 
Death, till that ſome time after, by her 
range Appearance to one 7 homas Donelſon, 
(a Spetator of the Violence done to her, ) 


| ſhe affrighted him into a Proſecution of Ro- 


| bert Eccleſon, the Criminal. She appeared 
divers times, but chiefly upon one Lord's 
 Day-Evening, when ſhe ferch'd him, with 
2 ſtrange Force, out of his Houle, into the 
Yard, and Fields adjacent.

Several Nights were ſpent in Prayer 
with her, by Miniſters ; as, Mr. Cox, Dr. 
Roles, Mr. Chambers, Mr. Keys, &c. who 
all, with many others, aflured me, they 
heard the ſaid Blows in the Room where 
they prayed, ſometimes on. a great Cheſt 
there, ſometimes on the Wall, &c. 

Mr. Chambers and Mr. Keys were em- 
ployed there the Night before I had pro- 
miſled to be with her. 

The next Night, Mr, Cox, having oft 
heard the ſaid Noiles, and oft prayed with 
the Woman, was defirous to accompany 
me.

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The CONCLUSION: 


Concerning Angels. 


Hile I conſider theſe unqueſtiona- 
V ble Evidences of the certainty 
of Spirits, and how much they have to do 
' with Men : Icannot but think that we have 
21ſo much to do with them ; with the bad, 
co refiſt them as our Enemies, and the Ene- 
mies of the Goſpel,and the Church of God, 
againſt whom we muſt continually Watch 
and Pray , leſt we fall into the Snares of 
their Temptations : And with the good, 
that we may be meet for their Preſervin 
and Comforting Miniitry. 
But in all our Hiſtories it is obſervable, 
that bad Spirits Apparitions and Actions , 
are far more frequent, and more Senſible 
than good ones; which may perhaps to ſome 
ſeem ſtrange. Concerning which 1 conſider; 
I. That Corporeal Craſlitude is an abaſe- 
ment, and therefore fitteſt for the more 
Ienoble fort of Spirits: We that dwell 
| here in Bodies, are of a lower Order, than 
thoſe of the more high and inviſible Regi- 
ONS. ; 
2. And the bad Spirits as they have a 
baſer Confiſtence, have allo a more Mo 
er- 
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Terrene Inclination. And therefore it- is 
the leſs wonder, that they mind matters of 
Money and Lands : And no.doubt but the 
Souls of wicked Men carry with them much 
of the Vicious Habits, in which they lived 
here : That is, of Covetouſneſs and Re- 
venge; And they that tell us, that ſuch as 
Dives retain no Love to their Brethren on 
Earth , ſpeak more than they can prove ; 
and arenot ſo Credible as Chriſt that ſeem- 
eth to ſay the contrary. Some make a ſtate 
of departed Souls, Good and Bad, out of 
their own Inventions, which it's very likely 


 _*, Death will Confute. 


3. And it is far greater things than Vitt- 


ble Appearances, that we conſtantly receive 


from Angels , more ſutable to their Nature 
and Dignity, and to our good. Some Men 
have long Laboured to attain a Viſtble or 
Senſible Communion with them, and think 
they have attained it : But while they pre- 
ſumptuouſly deſire to pervert the Order of 
Gods Houſhold and Government , 1t 1s no 
wonder if in ſtead of Angels, they Con- 


verſe with Devils that are Transformed into 


ſeeming Angels of Light, that by Deluſion, 
they may Transform ſuch Men into Mint- 
ers of Righteouſneſs. 

It is a doleful Inſtance, of the effe& of a 
perverſe kind of oppoſition to Popery, and 
running from one Extream to another, to 


note how little Yence molt Proteſtants new 
= 0 
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of the-great- Benefits that we receive by 
Angels : How ſeldom we hear them in 
publick or private, give thanks to God for 
their Miniſtry and Helps >? And more {el- 
dom pray for it? When hear we any Mini 
ſters Teach Believers, what Love and what 
Thanks they owe to Angels , whereas the 
Excellency and Holineſs of their Natures 
obligeth us to love them , and their Love 
and Care of us, beſpeaketh Thankfulneſs : 
Yea, we have Teachers that would per- 
{wade Men that this Savoureth of Popery , 
and doth Derogate from Chriſt : And yet 
if the People Love and Honour and main- 
tain them , they take this to be no Deroga- 
tion from Chriſt. As if they were more 
| Amiable then Azgels , or Chriſt may not 

_ uſe the Miniſtry of Angels as well as cheir*s. 
The Lord pitty the diſtracted divided Soci- 
eties of Chriſtians, who in all Countries are 
falleninto Uncharitable Sets, that on pre- 
rence of ſaving the Truth, and the Church 


from the Errours of each other, do corrupt 


both by the Addition of contrary Errours : 


{o that it's hard to find out many Errours . 


of Popery or Ancient Herefiez which hath 
not been avoided by contrary faults, in the 
CANT of Doctrine, Charity or Con- 
cord. 

Devils have a greater Game to play invi- 
fibly, than by Apparitions. O happy World, 


if they did not do a hundred thouſand times 


more 
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-more hurt , by the Baits of Pleaſure, Luſt 


and Honour, and by Pride, and love of 
Money and Senſuality , than they do by 
Witches! O ! thatthey did not more dan- 
gerouſly Hant the Houſes and Souls of 
Lords , Knights, Gentlemen, and Luſtful 


Youths ! Who can Conjure them out of 


Univerſities and Pulpits, out of a Malig- 
nant Sclanderous Clergy and Laity , out of 
Worldly ſelf-feeking Carnal) Men ? I have 
before told you O the Witch Magaalen 
Crucia , who got the Reputation of a Saint, 
by having the Sacramental Bread brought 
to her Mouth inthe ſight of all the People, 
by an Inviſible Carryer 3 Bodin, and many 
others Record the Story, and how to get 
Pardon , the went to the Pope himſelf, and 
confeſſed how from twelve years old the 
Devil had lain with her thirty years, and 


wade her the Abbeſs of a Monaſtery: 1 


fear leſt the vilible Hand of ſome Prieſt 
do play this Devils part , and give the Sa- 


crament to ſuch as more openly ferve the | 
Devil all che week , and are forced to re- 
ceive it toeſcapea {ail , or do it as a Sacti-- 


fice to expiate the guilt of an Ungodly 
Life. 


If the Devil can get People ( perhaps-- 
Lords and Ladies ) to {pend the Day ( their 


precious Hours ) in Cards and Dice, and 
Feaſtings , and Stage-plays, and Masks and 
Muſick, and perhaps filchy Luſt, he will let 


you 
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you ſay your Prayers at Nigkt, and cry God 
Mercy , and perhaps tell him that you Re- 
pent , that you may Sin on the more buldly 
the next day : And it's like he will provide 
you a Ghoſtly Father, as bad as your (clves, 
that thall give you the Sacrament 3s a (ſealed 
Pardon, and pronounce you ablſolved, and 
that as in the name of Chriſt. 

All theſe effects. of Devils, the World 
abounds with 3; but the effte:ts of Angels 
are obſerved, but by very few. Becauſe 
even as the Sadduces , tix that all theſe 
Vices and Confuſftons are only the effects 
of Mens own pravity , andnot of Devils, 
not knowing that all fuch Births have a Fa- 
ther and a Mother (tne Dcvil and Mens 
own Hearts ) ſo molt good people look {6 
much to God and to Miniſters, in all that 
is done on them , that they take lictle no- 
tice of Angels that are Gods greater Mini- 
ſters, as if they had little to do with us.
